But fov the same average 
American, the price is no longer 
right. Robert H. Winnermun, a 
New Jersey builder and board 
chairman of U.S.

velopment Corp., said recently: 
"The single-family home is mov- 
ing into the category of a luxury 
item. In the market where our 
company is building today — and 
it's typical in this regard •— <a 
family must have close to a

Cesar Chavez, national grape 


boycott leader, is by no means a 
hero to all Americans of Spanish 
descent. 


In fact, some are as soured on 


Cesar as he is on the grapes. 
"In Detroit S a t u r d a y , two 
groups with sizable followings in 
the city's Spanish-American com- 
munity boycotted a testimonial 
banquet for Chavez. 


Spokesmen for the Committee 


of Concerned Spanish Americans 
(CCSA) and the La Raza Church- 
men said they urged the action 
because "Chavez is spending all 
his time in D e t r o i t with the 
wealthy and not the poor people 
he is supposed to be represent- 
ing." 


Chavez, head of the U n i t e d 


Farm Workers Union, flew into 
Detroit Friday to lead picketing 
aimed at keeping California and 
Arizona table gi'apes off produce 
counters. A small band of pickets, 
part of the Chavez-led movement, 
have been trying to do the same 
thing in Benton Harbor the past 
few days. Purpose of boycott is to 
f.o r c e California and Arizona 
grape growers to sign labor con- 
tracts with Chavez' union. 


Saturday night in Dearborn, a 


suburb of Detroit, several hun- 
dred persons paid $10 a plate to 
attend a testimonial dinner for 
Chavez at the Ford Local 600 
(UAW) hall. Funds raised are 
scheduled to help Chavez' organ- 
izing efforts in California. 


"The 
people that really need 


to see him can't afford to," said 
Mrs. Adela Camarena, chairman 
of the CCSA, which claims about 
500 members in Detroit's Span- 
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ish-American community. 


"There are a lot of ADC moth- 


ers who have'worked long and 
hard for the grape boycott and 
now they are being asked to pay 
$10 to see their leader," she said. 


"He is a Mexican and belongs 


with his own people first, but 
since he has been in Detroit he 
has met only with rich Anglos 
and Tio Tacos (the M e x i c a n 
phrase for Uncle Toms)." 


The Rev. Tomas Chaves, acting 


c h a i r m a n for the La Raza 
Churchmen, charged t h a t the 
grape boycott leader had ignored 
repeated requests for meetings 
with local community groups. 


"He's 
supposed to be a man of 


the people, but as far as we're 
concerned he might as well be 
Henry Ford II," said Tomas Cha- 
vez, who is not related to the farm 
workers' head. 


"We feel this man has betrayed 


us," said the minister, w h o s e 
group represents seven Detroit 
Protestant congregations with a 
membership of about 600. 


"He's spent most of his time 


hobnobbing with A n g l o politi- 
.cians like Senator Craig. (Senator 
Roger E. Craig, Dearborn Demo- 
crat). 


"The grape boycott office here 


could care less about the other 
pressing problems of Mexican- 
Americans—they're dividing our 
community." 


Both Mrs. Camarena and Tom- 


as Chavez indicated their groups 
would continue to s u p p o r t the 
grape boycott, despite the hard 
feelings over the boycott leader's 
Detroit appearances. 


"We're wholeheartedly for the 


cause," Mrs. Camarena said. "But 
we don't feel our leaders should 
ever get so big that they ignore 
the common people."

assured him of fame. 


Hogarth expressed the hard

handling of paint, make a claim 
on his behalf to artistic great- 
ness. 


As a painter he was dexterous

His engravings furnished in- 


spiration to Henry Fielding for 
hs characters.

When a passenger is injured 


in an auto accident, the law 
naturally considers whether the 
driver 
had 
been 
gnilly 
of 


careless driving. But at the 
same time, it also weighs the 
conduct of the passenger him- 
self. Had he too been guilty of 
negligence? 


Take this case: 
A young man was out driving 


with a girl he had just met 
when she suddenly leaned over 
and gave him a kiss. Momen- 
tarily upset, he lost control of 
the car 'and smashed into a 
telephone pole. 
THOUGHTLESS WORDS 


The girl . was injured, and 


later filed suit for damages. 
However, the jury decided she 
also was guilty of negligence — 
for 
taking the young man's 


mind off his driving. 


In fact, a passenger may be 


held 
negligent 
not 
only 
for 


thoughtless acts but even for 
thoughtless words. For exam- 
ple: 


Just as a car was nearing a 


dangerous curve, a passenger 
held up a bottle of beer and 
exclaimed: 


"How do you get this darned 


bottle open?" 


This, 
too, 
was 
enough 
to 


divert the driver and cause a 
crackup. H was enough, also, in 
a courtroom afterward, to pin a 
"negligent" label on the thirsty 
passenger.. 


On the other hand, a rider 


need nol sit in stoic silence. Ho 
has a right to assume that, 
despite minor distractions, the 
driver will show a reasonable 
amount of good Judgment and 
self conlrol.
